Christmas Helpers change up hamper program

The Christmas Helpers hamper program is running 
for its 31st year, with Linda Sirr and Linda Regner at 
the helm once again. 

They are changing things up this year compared to 
previous years. Rather than picking up the groceries 
themselves, they will be asking those interested in 
donating to buy the groceries, then deliver them for 
packaging. 

“So we’re looking for 120 people or groups," said 
Sirr. 

“About 120 estimated hampers will be given this 
year. And so what 1 have is a list of the groceries 
that we need that we put with a hamper, and we’re 
asking that people will take on and purchase those 
groceries for one of them." 

She said families, service groups, or commu¬ 
nity groups can get together and decide how to put 
together a hamper, and said this change in proce¬ 
dure will help with logistics. 

“We don’t know how many people we’re going to 


have (sign up for hampers) and how much money is 
going to come in. And we have to order our groceries 
early, and to do all that estimation is really difficult, 
so last year we pushed for this idea.” 

The estimated cost of the hampers is about $200 
each. She added there is no specific, set value for a 
hamper because everyone who needs a hamper will 
have different needs, whether they are single people, 
seniors, or families. 

Christmas Helpers volunteers will be at the 
Didsbury Train Station on Nov. 29 for Country 
Christmas, from 5 to 9 p.m., telling people what 
they’re doing this year. People will be able to sign up 
there, or by calling Sirr directly. 

The Christmas Angel program is also continuing 
this year, allowing those interested to buy a present 
for a child. The presents will be paired with ham¬ 
pers, she said. 

There are Christmas trees set up at v arious loca¬ 
tions in town with angels that people can pull off. 
The angels give the age and sex of a child. 

Once a gift has been bought, it can be turned in 
to the post office unwrapped and with the angel 


attached. Postal workers will ensure the gifts get to 
the Zion Evangelical Missionary Church (ZEMC) for 
wrapping. 

“(People are) going to get a hamper, but they’re 
also going to get a gift for their children," she noted, 
adding the program has been in place for a few years 
now. 

“And it works really well as far as getting our gifts. 
We get a lot of really nice gifts.” 

The ZEMC will also accept cash donations, which 
are tax deductible and will be put towards the pur¬ 
chase of food and gift certificates for the hampers, 
she added. 

She said she and Linda Regner are appreciative of 
all the help they have received from the community 
in the past, and noted this is one of the ways resi¬ 
dents can help shine the joy of Christmas with oth¬ 
ers who may not be able to afford it for themselves, 
for one reason or another.

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Wednesday house fire leaves garage scorched

Thanks to the quick 
response of the Didsbury 
Fire Department (DFD), 
damage to a home was 
limited to the attached 
g;irage and a truck where 
a fire is believed to have 
started, according to fire¬ 
fighter Bob Wright, who 
was the officer in charge 
of the scene. 

The call came in from 
dispatch around 3:15 
p.m. last Wednesday, 
Nov. 20, and Wright said 
the call was originally 


for a vehicle fire. 

When he and his crew 
got there however, 
a truck that had been 
sitting in front of the 
garage was bunting, and 
the flames had leapt up 
to the overhang of the 
garage’s roof, he added. 

Once on scene, he 
upgraded the call to a 
house fire. One more DFD 
truck and one Olds Fire 
Department truck made 
it to the scene shortly 
after, with 12 firefighters 
attending altogether. 

“It just happened to 
be lucky no one was

home. The kids had not 
got home from school 
yet so no one was home 
at the time,” said Wright, 
noting that a passerby 
called in the fire. 

Bob Whitlow said 
another woman called 
the fire department, but 
he was on scene before 
the firefighters. 

“I was walking up the 
block and the truck was 
on fire. But there was 
no way to pull it back 
from the house," said 
Whitlow. 

He said the flames had 
crawled along the eaves 
and it appeared the fire 
spread to the attic of the 
garage. 

“It’s not good.” 

Once firefighters had 
the fire put out, they went 
into the house to ensure 
the windows were open 
in hopes that the smoke 
wouldn’t damage the 
home itself, said Wright. 

He noted the initial 
investigation suggests 
that the fire started 
somewhere in the engine 
compartment of the 
vehicle and he estimat¬ 
ed the damage will total 
about $50,000 including 
damage to the truck. 

“It could have been a lot 
worse. It’s actually fortu¬ 
nate that it was in town 
- otherwise, add on some 
more minutes and it’d have 
been gone. There would 
have been a much bigger 
dollar loss anyway.”

Cyberbullying a 
crime against 
community 

The unveiling of new federal legislation aimed 
at stemming the insidious rise of cyberbullying 
across Canada, including in West Central Alberta, 
is welcome news for young people and for all 
communities. 

Announced on Nov. 20, 
the new law will, among 
other things, make it a 
Criminal Code offence to 
distribute intimate images 
without the consent of the 
person or person in the 
photo and will empower the 
courts to order the removal 
of intimate images from the 
Internet. 

Justice Minister Peter 
McKay says the new legisla¬ 
tion is both needed and a 
step forward in protecting 
Canadian youth. 

The dramatic rise in the 
use Facebook, Twitter, blogs and other social 
media has opened new and exciting ways for 
people of all ages to communicate in their com¬ 
munities and throughout the world. 

And as with all new technologies, young people 
are on the forefront of the use of social media, 
both in schools and in their out-of-school lives. 

Yet the rise of social media has lead to a cor¬ 
responding rise in youth-on-youth bullying con¬ 
ducted over the Internet. 

Sometimes taking the form of incessant teasing, 
insulting and threatening messages and images, 
cyberbullying has become all too common across 
Canada. 

And because it is based on the Internet, cyber¬ 
bullying knows no boundaries, with young people 
in small towns and villages just as vulnerable to it 
as people living in the larger centres. 

Unlike physical bullying, cyberbullying has not 
easily lent itself to the traditional ways of fighting 
bullying, such as confronting the perpetrator and 
physically intervening. 

In the case of cyberbullying, the bullies are 
all too often able to hide behind their computer 
screens, threatening their victims from afar with 
little or no risk to themselves. 

Educators have been working long and hard 
with young people and other stakeholders to 
combat cyberbullying, teaching people about its 
dangers and searching out ways to stop it. 

Yet for all the effort, including in schools 
across this district, the fight against cyberbul¬ 
lying remains an uphill battle, with few victo¬ 
ries and many tragic losses, including in all too 
many cases the suicide of young victims such as 
Amanda Todd. 

This new federal legislation is a good step in 
the ongoing fight against cyberbullying. It will not 
end the problem, but it should help police make 
cyberbullies either reconsider their wicked ways 
or face vigorous backlash and punishment. 

Everyone, including young people, has the right 
to use the new social media technologies without 
fear. With that in mind, MPs of all parties are 
encouraged to move this new legislation through 
Parliament without delay.

The El ripoff 

GREGORY THOMAS and simple. were released this week in the 


If Stephen Harper really wants 
to help working Canadians and 
their families, he needs to scrap 
the pork-barreling Employment 
Insurance system designed 
by Pierre Trudeau, and give 
Canadians back their own money. 

This year in Canada, every work¬ 
ing Canadian couple, with each 
worker earning at least $47,400, 
will watch as $4,277 in El “contri¬ 
butions” are shipped to Ottawa on 
their behalf. The government has 
hiked that maximum El tax haul 
by 25 per cent since 2008, when it 
was $3,412. 

Now some provincial premiers 
are beating the drum for a huge 
hike in the deductions taken from 
our paycheques for the Canadian 
Pension Plan; they argue that 
Canadians aren’t saving enough 
for retirement. 

But a working Canadian cou¬ 
ple could save over $67,000 in 10 
years, if they simply were allowed 
to keep their El contributions in 
their own, personal, tax-sheltered 
rainy-day fund. They could use the 
money in the event of a job loss or 
keep it for their retirement. 

For Canadians who plan their 
lives around staying employed — 
think about school teachers, bus 
drivers, lab technicians, accoun¬ 
tants, business managers — El is 
nothing more than a ripoff, pure 


And it is a ripoff on a massive 
scale: Between 1981 and 2009, 
Ontarians paid $75 billion more 
in El taxes than they collected in 
El benefits. Albertans paid nearly 
$18 billion more than they col¬ 
lected. It’s a similar story across 
Western Canada. 

Even worse, when workers in 
many parts of Canada find them¬ 
selves suddenly out of a job, 
they can’t collect El, because 
the regional rules tilt the playing 
field against them. City dwellers 
lose out while their laid-off col¬ 
leagues, who might have worked 
at the same company and even in 
the same building, might be per¬ 
mitted to collect El cheques for 
weeks because their residence is 
located in a rural community. No 
other nation on the planet nins 
its employment insurance system 
this way. 

Our El system was morphed 
in the 1970s into a vote-buying 
machine for the government 
in power. Sadly, not much has 
changed in 40 years. Today, less 
than half of Ontario’s unem¬ 
ployed can collect El benefits, 
while in other provinces, every¬ 
one who loses their job ends 
up collecting. No wonder that 
in Newfoundland and Labrador, 
60 per cent of El claimants have 
made at least three claims in the 
past five years. Further details

Canada’s El system is making 
Canadian workers poorer rob¬ 
bing them of thousands of dol¬ 
lars that rightfully belong on their 
paycheques, and providing a cruel 
incentive to others not to work, 
not to upgrade their skills, and 
not to seek opportunity where 
there are steady, year-round jobs 
available. 

Canadian employers are filling 
hundreds of thousands of jobs 
with foreign workers, while we 
spend billions of dollars paying 
El benefits for people who “go on 
unemployment" year after year 
after year. We spend more than 
a billion dollars every year, just 
on the administration costs for 
this wasteful, destructive pork- 
barrelling scheme. 

Canadian workers deserve to 
keep their own money. They 
deserve to know that the money 
that comes off their paycheque 
will be there — for them — when 
they need it, not shipped off to 
Ottawa to buy votes for politi¬ 
cians.

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Olds RCMP turn up thousands worth of stolen loot 
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CpI. Shawn Morgan of the Olds RCMP hauls out some of the pilfered loot from a property in

Olds RCMP arrested four people and 
recovered tens of thousands of dollars in 
stolen property in connection to break- 
and-enters and thefts in Olds and other 
Central Alberta communities, dating back 
to April, according to police. 

CjpL Jay Peden, a spokesman for the 
Olds RCMP, said police have been inves- 
tigating connected break-and-enter and 
theft sprees in and around Olds from the 
spring and summer and a break in the 
case came on Oct 28 during a traffic stop 
in Sundre. 

Police pulled over a pickup truck that 
day in a Sundre industrial area that was 
stolen from Olds Concrete on Oct 4. 

The truck was loaded with stolen prop¬ 
erty including copper wire, tools, a gen¬ 
erator and electronics, police said. 

The two men found in the stolen 
truck— Jason Furlong, 39, who resides 
in Olds, and Kevin Leischner, 42, who 
lives in the Olds-Torrington area— were 
arrested and each charged with posses¬ 
sion of property obtained by crime over 
$. r >,0(X), breaking and entering, possessing 
break-in instruments, theft over $5,000, 
theft under $5,000 and obstructing a 
police officer. 

Sgt. Jeff Jacobson of the Didsbury 
RCMP said although police have only 


found one connection to Didsbury so 
far - namely a set of keys that was stolen 
earlier in the year from Grasse Lumber, 
police are continuing to go through the 
stolen property to match it up to previous 
reported thefts. 

“There’s a variety of other property that 
is being looked into for links for anything 
that has gone on in the area but certainly 
we have been able to link that investi¬ 
gation bac k to that theft (of keys) that 
occurred,” said Jacobson. 

He noted criminals in the area typically 
bounce between the towns that are easy 
to access, especially when they already 
reside in the area 

“Certainly we have ongoing communi¬ 
cations with the Sundre and Olds detach¬ 
ments related to trends and develop¬ 
ments so that we’re all on the same page 
and can stay ahead of the criminals with 
our intelligence,” he added. 

Cpl. Ryan Hodge, a spokesman for the 
Sundre RCMP, said police were also in 
the process of laying a charge of theft 
over $5,0(X) against Furlong in connection 
with a theft of roughly $20,000 of copper 
wire from a business in the industrial area 
on Oct 17. 

Further investigation, Peden said, 
revealed the pair of suspects were con¬ 
nected to break-in and theft incidents in 
the region and police determined other 
people were involved in the criminal 


Olds. 

activities as well. 

On Oct 30, Sundre ROMP executed a 
search warrant related to the investigation 
at Sundre’s Sun Plaza Motel where they 
recovered a large amount of stolen projrerty. 

The stolen property found at the motel 
included a die-cast car collection, auto¬ 
motive parts and music records and 
police believe all the items belong to the 
same Sundre resident 

In the w;ike of the investigations in 
Sundre, police from Olds and Three 
Hilts searched a rural property between 
Olds and Torrington in early November 
where Leischner was residing and recov¬ 
ered property stolen from a number 
of businesses in the Olds and Innisfail 
areas including a rototiller stolen from 
Geronimo Farm Equipment in Olds, a 
uniform hat belonging to a government 
employee and gardening equipment and 
chemicals. 

Police in Olds and Innisfail continued 
to identify suspects connected to the 
stolen property and as a result of the 
ongoing investigation, the Olds RCMP 
searched a residence at 5129 51 St. in 
Olds on Nov. 8 and recovered between 
$30,000 and $40,(XX) in stolen property. 

The stolen items found at the home 
included speakers from an audio-video 


business in Rocky Mountain House, gar¬ 
dening supplies including fertilizer from 
a gardening centre in Innisfail, tires and 
trailer hitches. 

Peden said some of the items recov¬ 
ered at the residence come from break- 
ins that happened in Olds earlier this 
year. 

Olds police reported at least two 
break-in and theft sprees in town this 
year including a spree in April where six 
homes were broken into and a spree in 
late August and early September where 
thieves targeted rouglily a dozen busi¬ 
nesses in Olds and Bowden. 

A resident of the 51 Street home, 
Michael Kelm, who is in his late 30s, 
was arrested as a result of the executed 
search warrant at the residence. 

He is charged with 19 counts of pos¬ 
sessing stolen property under $5,000 
and one count of possessing a restricted 
revolver firearm. 

Kelm was also charged with posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance at the 
time of his arrest. 

After a search warrant was executed 
at his home in December 2012, Kelm 
was convicted on two drug possession 
charges and was fined $750.

During the search of 
Kelm’s residence and 
garage on Nov. 8, the 
Olds Fire Department 
was called in to assist 
and monitor air quality 
in the home due to con¬ 
cerns about gas fumes 
in the garage. 

Police also arrested 
a woman living at the 
home at the time of the 
search and she is also 
facing property-related 
charges. 

Peden said police 
are looking to speak 
to other people as part 
of their continuing and 
“still growing” investi¬ 
gation into the break- 
ins and thefts and more 
charges will be laid. 

Some of the recov¬ 
ered stolen items have 
been used and there is 
evidence some of the 
property stolen in this 
area is being sold else¬ 
where in the province, 
he added. 

As for where the 
items are ending up 
or who is orchestrat¬ 
ing the break-ins and 
thefts, Peden said the 
thieves receive “shop¬ 
ping lists” from people 
“higher up in their little 
rings” 

“A lot of items are 
targeted specifically 
based on the needs or 
wants of the consum¬ 
er,” he said, adding the 
suspects arrested in the 
last two weeks were 
known to police prior 
to their arrests and are 
part of a larger group 
of people operating 
together. 

Police in Olds, 
Sundre, Innisfail and 
Didsbury are working 
together on the inves¬ 
tigation.

Following a two-vehicle collision at 
the intersection of 25 Street and 15 
Avenue in Didsbury, Sgt. Jeff Jacobson 
is reminding drivers that police will 
once again be nunping up checkstop 
operations.

“We will be out doing checkstops 
throughout the Christmas season here, 
and if people are choosing to drive 
impaired, chances are they will be 
caught.” 

With the relatively new laws in effect, 
he encourages people not to drink 
and drive, and to have an alternative 
arranged. 

“We want everyone to get home 
safe and we don’t want any innocent 
bystanders or drivers of other vehicles 
to be hit by an impaired driver, so have 
a plan before you go to the party.” 

The checkstops will be random, and 
he said they will be setting up in a vari¬ 
ety of locations at a variety of times 
during the day.
